FRED KANOUSE 


A Character of the Very Early Days 


“Fred” Kanouse, as he was known 
to the old timers of the day, and 
whose death has taken place at Wash- 
ington, U.S., was one of the old and 
daring characters of the pioneer days | 
in the long ago. He was well known 
to Norrie Macleod, who has many a} 
recollection of him at the time he 
lived in Macleod. Mr. Macleod speaks | 
of him as a most peculiar character 
a man who was cool and collected, 
who feared nothing, and who took the 
shooting which was a regular episode | 
in those wild days as a matter of| 
course, without being in the least dis- 
turbed. Of the daring of the late Mr. | 
Kanouse, Mr. Macleod has many re-| 
miniscences. He recounts how he! 
tackled a man at a saloon who with a 
loaded gun was shooting at the bar- 
tender. Kanouse, though his left arm! 
was crippled from the effects of a} 
shot he had received in a skirmish! 
with the Indians, grappled with the} 
shooter and wrested the gun from! 
him, two shots going off in the strug-| 
gle. { 

The late H. A. Kanouse was the son} 
of Judge Kanouse of Fort Benton, 
Montana. He was a contemporary of | 
Red Crow, the famous Indian chief! 
of those days. He spoke the Black- | 
foot language fluently, and, in addition 
to this attainment, was well read in 
the law and versed in the knowledge 
of drugs. Like many an adventurer 
of the pioneer days he was a whiskey 
trader. He was suspected of shoot- | 
ing his partner in the trade, who was | 
known as Jim Nabors, but there was) 
not sufficient evidence to connect him 
with it. He was first to report the 
death, which happened when he went 
to relieve his partner, who was taking | 
the first watch in a fight that had beer 
going on between the traders and the 
Indians on this side of the Marrias| 
river. j 

“Fred” Kanouse displayed his know- | 
ledge of the law in defending a friend 
who was brought up on a gambling 
charge. He went into the intricacies | 
of the poker game, and was stopped 
short by the judge with the remark | 
that “the court had pisyed poker.” He 
lived at Macleod for a considerable 
time, and was also engaged ‘n farming} 
by the Waterton Lakes, where he had 
his trading post. Latterly he kept a 
boarding house at the crossing of the 
creek at Pincher Creek. He also ran 
a drug store at Maclecd for some time 
purchasing the stock of the I. G. Bak- 
er Co.—Lethbridge Herald.

SHOOTING FATALITY THAT 
BROUGHT ON PROHIBITION 


Col. Duncan Brown Cooper who died 
in Nashville, Tenn., recently is cre- 
dited with being the man who had 
more to do than any other individual 
in giving the United States national 
prohibition. Col. Ghoper’s contribu- 
tion was unintentional and consisted 
in shooting ex-Senator Edward Car- 
mack, of Tennessee. Nor did he shoot 
Carmack because the former senator 
was a leader of the anti-saloon forces 
while Cooper. played as a rule with 
the liquor interests. He shot him 
primarily because Carmack called him 
“baldy.” When Carmack referred to 
Cooper as bald he was well within the 
truth for bald Cooper was. This fact 
did not make him less sensitive, how- 
ever, and having heard that the taunt 
hurt, Carmack repeated it a hundred 
times. He referred to Cooper as an 
angel, and asked whether of light or 
;darkness. Beneath this question lurk- 
,ed an insult, for Cooper’s father had 
once owned numerous slaves, and Car- 
mack intended a slur on his birth. 


A Game of Cards 


Cooper came of a distinguished 
Southern family and fought through 
the Civil War. He was famed as a 
gentleman gambler, and after one all- 
night session, when hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars changed hands, he 
found himself in possession of a con- 
trolling interest in the Nashville Am- 
erican. Hitherto he had paid little 
attention to politics, but ownership 
of the paper forced it upon him and 
he became an adept manipulator, and 
eventually grew to be a political force 
in the south comparable to Henry 
Watterson. Soon after becoming the 
owner of the American he grew dis- 
satisfied with his editor and at the 
same time was struck by the work 
some unknown was doing on a little 
weekly paper up state. So he sent 
for the author and made him editor. 
The young man was Carmack who 
had read law but was struggling with 
poverty. The young editor was a man 
of unusual gifts. He put new life in 
the American. Presently he was be- 
ing quoted in many of the large papers 
of the country. Cooper congratulat- 
ed himself upon a find. 


Made Roosevelt Quail 


Despite considerable disparity in 
their ages the proprietor and his bril- 
liant editor became close friends. 
Cooper sympathized with Carmack’s 
political ambitions and the latter soon 
won more than a local reputation as 
a speaker. Their close relationship 
continued even after Carmack left 
Cooper to become editor of a more 
important paper in Memphis. He was 
a candidate a couple of times for the 
legislature but without success. Then 
in 1901 the tide turned and Carmack 
became a United States senator. He 
went to Washington where Cooper 
maintained headquarters, and it was 
not long before he was one of the 
most conspicuous members of the sen- 
ate. He was its most caustic speaker 
His words cut like a whip. He seemed 
to possess an almost diabolical talent 
for finding a man’s sorest spot and 
then never letting the thong of his 
tongue stray from it. He was a lone 
figure because of his capacity for mak- 
ing enemies and was about the only 
senator who from first to last refused 
to come under the spell of Roosevelt. 
It is said that he was the only man 
before whom Roosevelt quailed. 


The Frietds Break 


Cooper was a much more congenial 
character and became an admirer of 
Roosevelt though politically opposed 
to him. It is said that this difference 
over the President was the first dis- 
cord between the two politicians from 
Tennessee. As the next election ap- 
proached it became apparent that Car- 
mack was building up a political ma- 
chine of his own which threatened to 
reduce that of Cooper to the scrap 


heap. The interests of the two men 
were no longer identical. In 1906 
came the open break. Cooper es- 


poused the cause of Carmack’s oppon- 
ent and Carmack was beaten. Then 
in a contest for the governorship the 
Cooper candidate defeated the Car- 
mack candidate. The men were ene- 
mies and Carmack had begun his at- 
tacks upon Cooper. Up to this time 
they had not been divided upon prin- 
ciples, but now the Anti-Saloon Lea- 
gue began to take a hand in Tennes- 
see politics and the issue was whether 
the state should continue under local 
option or become suddenly dry. 


The Cause Finds a Martyr 

While Carmack was never a pro 
hibitionist he perceived here an or- 
ganization ready to his hand and he 
associated himself with it. But he 
was defeated. The Anti-Saloon Lea- 
gue, however, became more militant 
than ever, and Carmack more vitriolic 
in his newspaper attacks upon Cooper. 
One day he wrote a short editorial 
consisting of one long sentence that 
more deeply offended Cooper than any 
that had proceeded it, The next day 
Cooper and his son met Carmack on 
the street. There was shooting. Car- 
mack dropped with a bullet through 
his heart. The younger Cooper was 
wounded in the shoulder. The older 
man had not fired a shot, though he 
had drawn his revolver. The Coopers 
were tried for murder, were convicted 
and immediately pardoned, The Anti- 
Saloon forces were enraged. They 
regarded Carmack as a martyr to their 
cause. Thus he was advertised after 
death all over the United States. His 
death made prohibition a reality in 
Tennessee and perhaps more than any 
other single incident made it more or

BRITISH WAR SHIPS ORDERED

Malta, Dec. 28.—-As a result of un- 
satisfactory news from Lausanne, it 
is understood that ships of the Med- 
iterranean fleet, which arrived here 
on December 23 for a three week's 
visit, have received orders to return 
to the Near East.

The sailing orders were entirely un- 
expected, the officers of the fleet hav- 
ing made arrangements for various 
functions here up to the middle of 
January.

The booty 
secured by the James boys was only 
a few hundred dollars, while that of 
their imitators is said to have run into 
many thousands. One story is to the 


effect that $200,000 in securities was | 


part of the plunder. 


Daylight Robbery 


The exploit of the James boys was 
by far the bolder, The brothers and 
Cole Younger rode into the town in 
broad daylight and headed straight 
for the bank They entered, and when 
the cashier disobeyed their command 
James shot him dead. Then they 
gathered up a few hundred dollars 
and made off. Jesse was _ nearly 
caught this time, for his horse became 
unmanageable as he tried to mount it, 
and escaped. Then he sprang up be- 
hind his brother and left town this 
way. It seems that if the citizens 
had been very much in earnest 
about pursuing the outlaws they 
might easily have overtaken them 
and shot them, but such was the fear 
inspired by the name of James that 
they were permitted to escape. Some 
distance down the goad they met an- 
other man on horseback and _ his 
beast they dommandeered. Jesse's 
own horse was caught later and

power companies of the United States 
new develop- 
ment. In the next six years they will 
spend, according to an excellen au- 
thority, about four billion dollars to 
extend service to homes and factories. 
Eight million homes in the United 
States are wired for electricity now. 
Six millions are not. Half of these 
will, it is expected, be wired in this 
six years. This means, of course that 
rural power distribution will have to 
become very general. The farm hou- 
ses are the chief group retaining the 
oil lamp or candle. In various well- 
settled agricultural areas of the Un- 
ited States small local companies have 
been formed to distribute power to the 
farmers, and the wonderful advan- 
tages conferred by this power have 
almost revolutionized farm life. Farm- 
ers’ wives have found their work re- 
duced by one-half through the use of 
common electrical appliances and the 
operations of the farmer himself have 
been made much easier. In one dis-! 
trict in Kansas, electrical power for | 
threshing was used at a cost of from | 
6 to 10 cents a bushel, whereas the 
threshing machine gangs had charged | 
$100 a day in 1919 and 1920, or about | 
40 cents a bushel. The new era is one | 
of “electricity for everyone,” and de- 
spite the great initial cost of genera-| 
ting and distributing plants, the pub-|

RESULTS OF GRASSITOPPER 
CAMPAIGN | 


The campaign that was waged 
|against grasshoppers in Alberta dur- | 
jing the past summer, yielded most} 
|gratifying results. Though the crops} 
lof large areas were threatened with | 
/complete destruction the actual losses | 
}so far reported are comparatively | 
| small. As a result of the campaign | 
| we can confidently anticipate a mark- | 
fed reduction in the severity of the] 
}outbreak next year throughout the | 
greater portion of infested territory. | 
The outbreak, is, however, by nv} 
|means over. A large number of grass | 
hoppers escaped destruction early in| 
| the season when the campaign was at | 
| its height, and favored by an excep- | 
tionally open fall they were able to} 
prolong their egg-laying activities 
well into October. This means that} 
many of them laid more than their} 
normal number of fifty eggs. In 
= some districts in which the infesta- | 
ee tion was comparatively light thie year} 
this may lead to a more severe out- 
break next year than was experienced 
this. In the southern portion of the| 
province it would appear that the | 
Roadside grasshopper has been reduc- 
ed to almost normal numbers and 
\there should be little difficulty in eon- 
{trolling this pest with no loss what- 
lever if everyone is on the lookout for 
the breeding places in the spring and 
poison them as soon as the young 
hoppers appear.

Secretary's Report 


Dec. 8, 1922 

To the Directors and Members: 

Gentlemen:—In presenting this, my 
fifth annual report of the Macleod 
Agricultural Society, it gives me much 
pleasure to be able again to report a 
balance on the right side, which I am 
sure is very gratifying to you also 
when we take into consideration the 
crop conditions of a large part of the 
Macleod district during 1922. In face 
of these crop failures we are able to 


show a net balance of $336.26, and 


adding to that amount 1921 accounts, 
amounting to over $130.00, which were 
paid duriing the year, makes in reality 
a net profit on the years working of 
about $466.00. We have to take into 
consideration, however, the amount de- 
rived during the year from dances and 
entertainments, which produced a net 
profit of $422.00 after paying all ex- 
If we deduct this 
$422.00 from the $466.00 it still leaves 
us a net balance on the right side of 
$44.00 on the actual work of the var- 
ious fairs, which must be considered 
very satisfactory when we find that 
our gate and grandstand receipts were 
over $80.00 less than last year. On 
the first day this year the gate re- 
ceipts were down nearly $200.00 from 
the first day last year, but we made 
up a good part of that on the second 
On the first day last year we 
had the baseball tournament which

Taught in Schools 

In all the schools, at the colleges 
and universities, the order of the 
\day is to keep alive and stimulate 
the old imperial tradition and the mil- 
| itary spirit; in other words, the hate- 
ful Prussian system equally dear to 
Thomas Carlyle and General Luden- 
dorff. The textbooks in all these ed- 
ucational institutions are those in use 
under the old regime. Where addi- 
tions have been made they are exag- 
gerations, not moderations of the 
teachings of Treitschke and Bernhar- 
|di. The scholars and students are 
taught “if frightfulness failed, super- 
frightfulness is to triumph.” All the 
teachers and professors are imbued 
with this implacable and vindictive 
| spirit, and are fanatical in their ad- 
vocacy of the doctrines they have ac- 
cepted and promised to expound. 
| Those among them who falter or at- 
tempt to qualify their ruthless appli- 
cation are promptly denounced and 
removed.
